The year 2013 marked the 50th anniversary of Vivian Malone Jones and James Hood courageously walking 
through the doors of Foster Auditorium at The University of Alabama, ending segregation at the states flag- 
ship university. This years theme, in honor of the 25th anniversary of the Realizing the Dream program, is 

Living Together in Peace." To memorialize King's receiving the Nobel Prize for Peace, we have reprinted his 
acceptance speech below.

Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr/s Nobel Prize for Peace Acceptance 
Speech, Oslo, Norway, December 10, 1964 



Your Majesty, Your Royal Highness, Mr. President, Ex- 
cellencies, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I accept the Nobel Prize for Peace at a moment when 22 mil- 
lion Negroes of the United Scates of America are engaged in 
a creative battle to end the long night of racial injustice. I ac- 
cept this award on behalf of a civil rights movement which is 
moving with determination and a majestic scorn for risk and 
danger to establish a reign of freedom and a rule of justice. I 
am mindful that only yesterday in Birmingham, Alabama, our 
children, crying out for brotherhood, were answered with fire 
hoses, snarling dogs and even death. I am mindful that only 
yesterday in Philadelphia, Mississippi, young people seeking 
to secure the right to vote were brutalized and murdered. And 
only yesterday more than 40 houses of worship in the State of 
Mississippi alone were bombed or burned because they offered 
a sanctuary to those w r ho would not accept segregation. I am 
mindful that debilitating and grinding poverty afflicts my peo- 
ple and chains them to the lowest rung of the economic ladder. 

Therefore, I must ask why this prize is awarded to a movement 
which is beleaguered and committed to unrelenting struggle; 
to a movement which has not won the very peace and brother- 
hood which is the essence of the Nobel Prize. 



After contemplation, I conclude that this award which I receive 
on behalf of that movement is a profound recognition that 
nonviolence is the answer to the crucial political and moral 
question of our time — the need for man to overcome oppres- 
sion and violence without resorting to violence and oppression. 
Civilization and violence are antithetical concepts. Negroes of 
the United States, following the people of India, have demon- 
strated that nonviolence is not sterile passivity, but a powerful 
moral force which makes for social transformation. Sooner or 
later all the people of the world will have to discover a way 
to live together in peace, and thereby transform this pending 
cosmic elegy into a creative psalm of brotherhood. If this is to 
be achieved, man must evolve for all human conflict a method 
which rejects revenge, aggression and retaliation. I he founda- 
tion of such a method is love. 

The tortuous road which has led from Montgomery, Alabama 
to Oslo bears witness to this truth. I his is a road over which 
millions of Negroes are traveling to find a new sense of dignity. 
This same road has opened for all Americans a new era of prog- 
ress and hope. It has led to a new Civil Rights Bill, and it will, 
I am convinced, be widened and lengthened into a super high- 
way of justice as Negro and white men in increasing numbers 
create alliances to overcome their common problems- 
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I accept this award today with an abiding faith in America and 
an audacious faith in the future of mankind. I refuse to accept 
despair as the final response to the ambiguities of history. I re- 
fuse to accept the idea that the "isness" of mans present nature 
makes him morally incapable of reaching up for the eternal 
"oughtness" that forever confronts him. 1 refuse to accept the 
idea that man is mere flotsom and jetsom in the river of life, 
unable to influence the unfolding events which surround him. 
I refuse to accept the view that mankind is so tragically bound 
to the starless midnight of racism and war that the bright day- 
break of peace and brotherhood can never become a reality. 

I refuse to accept the cynical notion that nation after nation 
must spiral down a militaristic stairway into the hell of thermo- 
nuclear destruction. I believe that unarmed rruth and uncondi- 
tional love will have the final word in reality. This is why right 
temporarily defeated is stronger than evil triumphant. I believe 
that even amid todays mortar bursts and whining bullets, there 
is still hope for a brighter tomorrow. I believe that wounded 
justice, lying prostrate on the blood-flowing streets of our na- 
tions, can be lifted from this dust of shame to reign supreme 
among the children of men. I have the audacity to believe that 
peoples everywhere can have three meals a day for their bodies, 
education and culture for their minds, and dignity, equality 
and freedom for their spirits. I believe that what self-centered 
men have torn down men other-centered can build up. I still 
believe that one day mankind will bow before the altars of 
( iod and be crowned triumphant over war and bloodshed, and 



nonviolent redemptive good will proclaim the rule of the land. 
"And the lion and the lamb shall lie down together and every 
man shall sit under his own vine and fig tree and none shall be 
afraid." I still believe that We Shall overcome! 

Ihis faith can give us courage to face the uncertainties of the 
future. It will give our tired feet new strength as we continue 
our forward stride toward the city of freedom. When our days 
become dreary with low-hovering clouds and our nights be- 
come darker than a thousand midnights, we will know that 
we are living in the creative turmoil of a genuine civilization 
struggling to be born. 

Today I come to Oslo as a trustee, inspired and with renewed 
dedication to humanity. I accept this prize on behalf of all men 
who love peace and brotherhood. I say I come as a trustee, for 
in the depths of my heart I am aware that this prize is much 
more than an honor to me personally. 

Every time I take a flight, I am always mindful of the many 
people who make a successful journey possible — the known 
pilots and the unknown ground crew. 

So you honor the dedicated pilots of our struggle who have sat 
at the controls as the freedom movement soared into orbit. You 
honor, once again. Chief Luthuli of South Africa, whose strug- 
gles with and for his people, are still met with the most brutal 
expression of man s inhumanity to man. You honor the ground 
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crew without whose labor 
and sacrifices the jet flights 
co freedom could never have 
left the earth. Most of these 
people will never make the 
headlines and their names will 
not appear in Whos Who. Yet 
when years have rolled past 
and when the blazing light of 
truth is focused on this mar- 
velous age in which we live — 
men and women will know 
and children will be taught 
that we have a finer land, a 
better people, a more noble 
civilization — because these 
humble children of God were 
willing to suffer for righteous- 
ness sake. 

I think Alfred Nobel would 
know what I mean when I 
say that I accept this award in 
the spirit of a curator of some 
precious heirloom which 
he holds in trust for its true 
owners — all those to whom 
beauty is truth and truth 
beauty — and in whose eyes 
the beauty of genuine broth- 
erhood and peace is more 
precious than diamonds or 
silver or gold.

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John Legend — The Man 






John Roger Stephens, better known by his stage name, John 
Legend, is an artist with a portfolio that includes singing, 
song-writing, acting and producing, but you make a mis- 
take if you attempt to pigeon hole this versatile genius. He is 
also a philanthropist, entrepreneur, businessman, and champi- 
on of opportunity, healthy living, and the environment. 

Legend was born December 28, 1978 in Springfield, Ohio. He 
began playing the piano at the age 4 and by 7 was part of his 
church choir. He received the salutatorian award in high school 
and attended the University of Pennsylvania, where he majored 
in English, with an emphasis in African American literature. 
At the University of Pennsylvania, Legend joined both a co-ed 
jazz group and a pop a cappella group and became their presi- 
dent and musical director. As an undergraduate, he was also a 
member of the Sphinx Senior Society and Onyx Senior Honor 
Society. 

While in college, Legend was introduced to Lauryn Hill and 
played piano for one of her albums. Alter this exposure, Legend 
held shows around Philadelphia and began to expand to New 
York, Boston, Atlanta, and Washington, D.C. After graduation 
in 1999, he began to focus on writing and producing his own 
music, while working as a management consultant for the 
Boston Consulting Group. During this time, Legend released 
two albums of his own work, one entitled simply John Legend in 
2000 and Live at Jimmy's Uptown in 201 1. 

He was soon discovered by rapper and hip-hop artist Kanye 
West and eventually signed widi Wests record label. Legend has 
produced several albums and has been featured on albums of 
artists such as Jay-Z, Mary J. Blige, the Black Eyed Peas, and 
Fergie. He also worked with the late Michael Jackson, writing 
one of the songs on his last album. In 2007, Legend partnered 



with Tide laundry detergent to raise awareness about the needs 
of families affected by Hurricane Katrina. Also in 2007, Legend 
became spokesman for GQ magazines Gentlemen's Fund, an 
initiative that raises awareness for five cornerstones essential to 
men: opportunity, health, education, environment* and justice. 
Legend has also been in partnership with Gap to help people 
living with HIV to lead healthy, normal lives. He currently 
serves on several boards, including the Equality Project, Stand 
for Children, Teach For America, the Harlem Village Academies, 
and PopTech, an innovative network dedicated to accelerating 
the positive impact of world-changing people, projects, and 
ideas. 

Legend holds the position of national spokesperson for 
Management Leadership for Tomorrow, a nonprofit 
organization that assists the next generation of minority 
business leaders. He supports education initiatives with a focus 
on science, technology, engineering, and mathematics (STEM) 
and received a 2010 BET Humanitarian of the Year award 
for initiating an education-based organization, the Show Me 
Campaign and for his role, alongside Samuel L Jackson and 
Bernie Mac, in the movie "Soul Men." 

Legend released his debut album, Get Lifted, on the GOOD 
Music label in December 2004, featuring production by Kanye 
West, DaveTozer, and will. i. am. This album debuted at No. 13 
on the Billboard 200 and sold 1 16,000 copies within the first 
week of its release. It was also certified gold by the Recording 
Industry Association of America. His critically acclaimed 
album, Get Lijiedy won the 2006 Grammy Award for Best R&B 
Album and boosted Legend into two additional awards, Best 
New Artist and Best Male R&B Vocal Performance. 

Legend teamed up with his good friend will.i.am to produce 
what became the soundtrack of Barack Obamas 2008 u Yes we 
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can" presidential campaign slogan. "We helped provide some of 
the musical inspiration," he told Conde NOtt. "We didn't make 
all these millions of people come out and vote, but I think we 
gave them a little extra inspiration and helped capture their 
imagination and creativity a little more than they would have 
otherwise. Even if you don't agree with his policies, he made 
Americans feel better about being Americans." 

Legend's second album. Once Again, released in 2006 rose to 
No. 3 on the Billboard 200 and debuted very high on R&B/ 
Hip-Hop albums This album was certified platinum by die 
Recording Industry Association of America and reached 
gold certification in Italy and the United Kingdom. Legend 
collaborated with The Roots in 2010 to produce an album titled 



Wake L^/That same year he won the award for Best R&B Song, 
while he and The Roots won Grammy awards for Best R&B 
Album and Best Traditional R&B Vocal Performance. In 201 1 , 
Legend and The Roots won two NAACP Image Awards — one 
for Outstanding Album and one for Outstanding Duo, Group, 
or Collaboration. His latest album is Love in the Future, released 
in September 2013. 

Legend has been featured on television shows such as "Sesame 
Street," "Curb Your Enthusiasm," "Royal Pains," and "Dancing 
with the Stars, " as well as pregame during Super Bowl XL 
and die 2006 NBA All-Star game. He also served as a judge 
on ABC's "Duets" with Kelly Clarkson, Jennifer Nettles, and 
Robin Thicke.
